Firefighters spend 
far more time responding to medical emergencies — and false alarms — and that has the chief thinking about 
changing the focus of the department. 


Responding to a new call? 


Chief talks of need for paramedics; union expects more money

have fewer and 
fewer real fires to fight these days. 
But they have more and more ambu- 
lance calls — up to 3,000 emergen- 
cies per year 

That’s why Andover is consider- 
ing changing the focus of its depart- 
ment — and paying its firefighters to 
be paramedics. ’ 


“We're not having the amount of 


fires that we (used to) 40, 50 years 
ago,” says Fire Chief Chuck Mur- 
nane. “We can’t just stand still. We 
have to move with the technology, 
and if we (don’t), we’re going to end 
up sooner or later going out of busi- 


ness.” 

Focusing more on ambulance 
calls than fires is a trend in other 
local communities such as North 
Reading and Amesbury, driven by 
patients’ needs and the economic 
troubles that are testing communi- 
ties’ budgets. 

Currently, each of Andover’s fire- 
fighters is a certified EMT, and they 
all receive a 6-percent bump above 
their so-called base pay for that cer- 
tification. But a solid rescue opera- 
tion needs paramedics, Murnane 
says. 

The difference is that paramedics 
can administer medicine and do 
some internal procedures, like start 


an IV on a patient. EMTs can per- 
form only external procedures, such 
as making a splint for a broxen bone 

Andover has one paramedic, Jeff 
Condon, who does not receive an 
extra stipend for his paramedic certi- 
fication. If Andover decided to train 
its firefighters to be paramedics, 
John McMullen, president of the 
firefighters’ union, says he expects a 
stipend would be worked into a 
future contract.

With 150 details per week and 
overtime pay, the money adds up

Police officers and firefight- 
ers direct traffic around road 
jobs. Private parties hire them 
for crowd control. Companies 
hire them to supervise unions 
on strike. 

Such jobs are called details, 
and, combined with overtime 
pay, they’re a big reason why 
public-safety employees are 
the town’s highest-paid work- 
ers. 

Out of about 1,100 people 
employed by Andover, more 
than 500 earned more than 
$50,000. In total, 115 of 
Andover’s 124 firefighters and 
police earned more than 
$50,000 last year. In large part, 
this was because of detail and 
overtime pay. In fact, money 
earned by those detail jobs and 
overtime shifts amount to prac- 
tically a second salary for some 
einployees 

Take Officer Randy Peter- 
son, for example. He pulled in 
$119,978 last year. But less 
than half of that - about 
$58,650 — was his actual 
salary. He made another 
$54,400 by working details 
and $2,800 by working over- 


time. 
Sgt. John Pathiakis, the town’s 
highest-paid employee at $131,572, 
made $40,980 in overtime and 
$16,870 in details last year. 
Taxes don’t pay for all the details, 
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Working details - such as directing 
traffic around road construction — 
helps make police officers and fire- 
fighters the highest paid Andover 
employees. Not all details are paid 


Governor’s debate: 
Three for the road

We may never know if 
Republican Mitt Romney, 
Democrat Shannon O’Brien and 
Libertarian Carla Howell ever 
smoked pot or whether they 
think it even matters in a politi- 
cal race.

The Andover firefighters’ 
new contract, settled just last 
week, reflects that need to adapt 
The contract calls for the town to 
study the benefits of training all 
its EMTs as paramedics. The 
study will last one year, and, if 
proven beneficial, will be enact 
ed shortly thereafter, says Mur 
nane 

Selectman Brian Major has 
suggested renaming the depart- 
ment to something that more 
adequately reflects what its 
employees do, such as Andover 
Fire and Rescue. “Let's step into 
the new century and name it for 
what it really is,” he says 

“We have to get the word out 
that we do more than just fires,” 
agrees Murnane 

If the fire department doesn’t 
prove that there is a real need for 
its services, then looming budget 
cuts won't show it much mercy, 
worries the chief.

Overtime costs’continue rising 


By Rebecca Piro 

Despite the fire depart- 
ment’s promise that switch- 
ing to a 24-hour shift sched- 
ule would reduce overtime 
spending, the money spent 
on overtime keeps increas- 
ing. 

Fire Dep. Chief Richard 
Hartman is the No. 2 highest- 
paid town employee, having 
made $129,303 last year. His 
overtime pay of about 
$37,470 — almost half of his 
regular wages — is largely 
responsible for that. 

Last year the town paid 
firefighters $847,000 in over- 
time, or 17.25 percent of the 
department’s total salaries. 
The town manager has pre- 
dicted that number will climb 
to $857,000 — to 17.4 percent 
of the department’s budget — 
by the end of this year. 

According to the 24-hour 
shift schedule, which 
Andover adopted in 1999, 
firefighters work two 24- 
hour shifts for every eight 
days. It supposedly reduces 
the likelihood that a firefight- 
er will call out sick needless- 
ly, and force another fire- 
fighter to work overtime to 
fill his or her shift, simply 
because he or she is already 
there, says union president 
John McMullen. 

But overtime is often 
unpredictable and unavoid- 
able, says Fire Chief Chuck 
Murnane. Presently, one fire- 
fighter is out of work indefi- 
nitely with a bad back. 
Another one is on maternity

leave. Firefighters also 
receive a minimum of four, | 
24-hour vacation days, 
which, when taken, require 
someone to fill a shift on 
overtime. 

“If you have four or five 
of these people (out of 
work), that’s when we’re into 
huge amounts of money,” he 
Says. 

Firefighters made an aver- 
age of $11,760 in overtime 
last year. Overtime is time- 
and-a-half pay, and a fire- 
fighter called to fill a shift 
must be paid a minimum of 
four hours. Yet, firefighters 
don’t count on overtime as a 
salary supplement, says 
McMullen. | 

“It’s nice when you can | 
get it, but you can’t depend °| 
on it,” he says. “You don’t |

Contractors must pay an offi- 
cer or firefighter for a minimum 
of four hours of work, though 
Hashem says most jobs are 
eight-hour affairs. That means 
an employee walks away with 
$320 for a day’s detail work. 

“Electricians walk in the door 
at $80 an hour,” points out 
Police Chief Brian Pattullo. 

“The guy in the hole is mak- 
ing (around $40) an hour for his 
straight time,” agrees Don Pat- 
tullo. “Forty dollars an hour is 
nothing, standing out there wav- 
ing your arms.” 

Strike pay, also known as 
hazardous work pay, is $80 per 
hour — double what an officer 
or firefighter would earn on a 
regular detail. When the union 
workers at Raytheon went on 
strike in 2000 for five weeks, the 
town billed Raytheon almost $1 
million for the public-safety 
workers who patrolled the pick- 
et lines. 

Taxpayers who gripe about 
officers holding a cup of coffee 
in their hands while working a 
detail don’t realize that the offi- 
cer doesn’t take a lunch break, 
Brian Pattullo adds. 

“Believe it or not — and this 
may come as a shock to some 
people — police officers do eat,” 
he says.

for the Andover police depart- 
ment, says its chief, because he 
doesn’t have enough officers to 
cover every shift on straight pay. 

“For a community of this 
size, we should be at approxi- 
mately 65 sworn officers. I’m 13 
officers shy,” says Brian Pattullo. 

Overtime for the police 
department is time-and-a-half 
pay. Last year, the police depart- 
ment spent about $530,000 in 
overtime. A police officer is paid 
a minimum of four hours of 
overtime if he or she is called to 
fill a shift 

The fire department spent 
considerably more, about 
$847,000 in overtime last year 
(see sidebar, page 6), although 
the department had switched to a 
24-hour shift schedule in large 
part to cut down on overtime. 

Police Sgt. John Pathiakis 
made $40,980 in overtime last 
year. He did not return a call 
from the Jownsman to comment. 

“He gives up an awful lot to 
have that much money in over- 
time, (such as)-the quality of life 
with his family and friends,” 
says Police Chief Brian Pattullo. 
“He may be stacking it away for 
the future. I don’t know. That’s 
his personal choice.” 

While Brian Pattullo has been 
pushing town officials to let him 
hire more officers, he says hiring 
won't fix the problem. 

“You're never going to do

away with overtime,” Brian Pat- 
tullo says. 

There would be less overtime 
hours logged, but it’s expensive 
to pay a new officer benefits and 
regular salary, he says. Officers 
will still have to appear in court, 
on overtime. Officers also attend 
“refresher” training courses 
when they’re not on duty, which 
adds up to more overtime 


Earning it 

Safety officials say they 
aren't ashamed of holding the 
top slots on the town’s payroll. 

“We ask (police officers) to 
be highly trained,” says Brian 
Pattullo. “They should be com- 
pensated accordingly. These 
officers put themselves on the 
line every day. People some- 
times diminish that, saying we 
live in the small town of 
Andover, but... we're dealing 
with more hazardous materials 
and situations than we’ve ever 
had.” 

“They want you to be a psy- 
chologist, a psychiatrist, a doc- 
tor, a lawyer, and a counselor for 
kids. We have to be trained in all 
of that,” agrees Don Pattullo. 

“Whether it be 2 in the after- 
noon or 2 in the morning, not 
knowing what dangers I’m 
going to face, what tragedies I’m 
going to see, I believe I earn my 
money,” says Fire Lt. Jim Cutic- 
chia.

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| Why people choose to work 
with an interior designer 


By Thea Shapiro 

Redecorating a house can be 
a daunting task: What colors 
should be used? How should 
things be placed so they are 
pleasing and comfortable? 
Should the living room have one 
couch and two chairs or two 
couches? If these questions 
become overwhelming, it might 
be a good time to consider 
working with an interior design- 
er. 

“Interior designers help peo- 
ple save money,” says Barbara 
Reichter, president and owner of 
Andover Interior Designs. 

“Sometimes people will buy 
the wrong scale for the room,” 
says Reichter. “For example, a 
couch may look the right size in 
the showroom, but when it gets 
delivered and put in the living 
room, it looks too big. That can 
be an expensive mistake. If the 
couch has been custom-covered, 
you May not be able to return it.” 
‘The other expensive mistake 
people will sometimes make, 
adds Reichter, is adding a little 
something to one room and then 
a little something to another 
room, but never giving any one 
room all the attention and work 
it needs. 

Working with an interior 
designer has many benefits, says 
Reichter. Designers have access 
to items that can’t be bought in a 
store, including more fabrics 
and wall coverings than a person 
might find in any one shop. 
Sometimes the items someone is 
jooking for can only be bought 
through a designer. In fact, even 
do-it-yourselfers will often need 


to order certain products from 
an interior designer, she says. 

Most importantly, good 
designers have developed a 
sence of what works and what 
doesn’t. It’s not that people can’t 
learn how tall a table lamp or a 
bed-side table should be, or 
what kind of lighting works best 
in any given space — but most 
may not want to take the consid- 
erable time required to learn. 
Skilled interior designers offers 
expertise in arranging rooms; 
they know how to use color, tex- 
ture, and patterns to bring inter- 
est to a room. 

Starting out, the most com- 
mon approach to designing a 
room is to first prepare the back- 
drop (walls and ceilings), then 
add from there. But there is no 
set pattern to the decorating 
process. Some designers begin 
by selecting color and patterns, 
others star with the floors, and 
still others may start with one 
focal point in the room — for 
example, they'll use a piece of 
art or furniture that the client 
already has as a jumping-off 
point. Sue Adams, owner of Sue 
Adams Interiors has said, 
“There are times where the style 
is dictated first, such as in a 
room that has large volume (i.e. 
high ceilings, lots of cubic feet 
and large scale furniture).” 

Reichter recommends having 
a budget or a dollar figure in 
mind when working with an 
interior designer. 

Decorating an entire house 
can take up to two years. Doing 
one or two rooms at a time often 
makes the most fiscal sense. 


Those with a limited budget in 
the $500 to $2,500 range are 
better off hiring a consultant 
who can draw a plan of the 
space, outline furniture purchas- 
es, and select fabrics and colors. 
Then the homeowner can imple- 
ment the plans 


Things to expect 

Work with a designer should 
begin with a meeting where the 
client’s expectations are written 
up and agreed upon by both par 
ties. As with any contractor, a 
written contract is a good idea, 
says the American Society of 
Interior Designers (ASID). 
Designers should guarantee the 
things that go into the rooms 


they design says Reichter; if 


something is not right, the 
designer needs to make it right. 
Once the contract is signed, the 
designer will give the client pre 
liminary drawings that give an 
idea of how the room will look. 
Once the client approves these 
drawings, the designer follows 
up with a more detailed set of 
floor plans and elevations, as 
well as photographs of furnish- 
ings, fabric swatches and paint 
chips. Nothing should be 
ordered without the client sign- 
ing the order (unless discussed 
previously). Generally, a 50-per- 
cent deposit is required. 
Because furniture orders can 


take at least eight weeks or 


longer to be delivered, an entire 
project can take four to six 
months or longer to complete, 
Reichter says.

Remodeling the basement is the

Depending on skill level, 
some people may need to hire a 
professional contractor to help 
out with parts of the project 
However, with a little prepara- 
tion and planning, refinishing 
the basement can be simple. 

¢ Plumbing and patching - If 
the plan calls to install a bath- 
room or a wet bar, plumbing 
needs to be the first priority, 
since pipes may need to be 
installed beneath the cement 
floor. Once all plumbing is 
installed, be sure to patch all 
cracks in the floor and walls 
Use a low-odor, polyurethane 
sealant when sealing cracks in 
the foundation. 

* Block in beauty and securi- 
ty — If the basement is not 
already equipped with glass 
block windows, it may be a 
good idea to have them installed 
now.

Be sure to install a sufficient 
number of electrical outlets and 
te cee yo to accommodate 
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modems. And don’t forget the 
cable lines. 

¢ Walls — Drywalling is the 
easiest way to cover cement 
walls to create a smooth surface. 
Be sure to use a low-odor, fast- 
grabbing adhesive to create a 
secure bond and to reduce the 
need for difficult nailing into the 
cement block. Once the drywall 
is in place, an adhesive can be 
used to adhere baseboards and 
wainscoting over the drywall. 
These decorative accents will 
not only add beauty, but also 
functionality to the walls by pro- 
tecting the drywall from dents or 
scratches from flying cue balls 
or toy car crashes. 

¢ Drop the ceiling - When it

* If possible, select a contrac- 
tor who has been factory-trained 
to work on the brand heating 
system in the home. 

¢ Obtain cost estimates from 
several candidates who are qual- 
ified to work on the system Be 
wary of a contractor who offers 
an unrealistically low price. 

* Insist that the contractor 
issue a written, signed estimate 
if a routine maintenance check 
results in a recommendation to 
make repairs or to replace a part. 
If the furnace is still covered by 
a warranty or service contract, 
make sure the contractor 


explains the terms of the war- 
ranty or service contract so that 
it is clear what is covered and 
what is not. 

* Once a contractor is select- 
ed to handle the inspection, be 
sure to tell him/her of any prob- 
lems with the furnace. This will 
help them make a correct diag- 
nosis and recommend the neces- 
sary repairs. 

If substantial, costly repairs 
are required to get the furnace 
through the winter, consider 
replacing the unit with a new 
total comfort system. Many of 
the newer systems feature a fur- 
nace with hinged doors for easy 
replacement of the air filter, and 
are designed to work with an 
electronic air cleaner, humidifier 
and programmable thermostat.

Q. Do all the window treat- 
ments in the room have to be the 
same if all my windows are dif- 
ferent? 

A. Windows are a lot like 
human beings - they come in 
different shapes and sizes. In 
order to enhance the beauty and 
hide the flaws, the treatment 
should be designed around win- 
dow shape and style. Therefore, 
different treatments can exist in 
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Windows with the right glass can help improve a home’s 
energy efficiency, and significantly increase comfort and sat- 
isfaction for years to come. 


For example, the minimum 
AAMA/WDM<A air infiltration 
standard is 0.30 cubic feet per 
minute per square foot.

the same room. The unifying 
factor is the fabric or fabrics you 
select. For example, you may 
experience a challenge in a 
room where you have sliders, 
palladian and double hung win- 
dows. If you have dynamic 
color or pattern to your fabric, 
the eye will follow the color or 
the pattern around the room. 
One design element can also be 
a unifying factor such as a hand- 
painted drapery rod or a trim. 


Q. Should I pick the style or 
fabric of the window treatment 
first? 

A. Generally speaking, fabric 
should be picked first because 
certain fabrics lend themselves 
to certain treatments better than 
others. For example, an uphol- 
stery weight fabric does not 
drape well and may be better 
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used on a cornice board. A silk 
fabric, on the other hand, drapes 
beautifully and can be used in a 
variety of treatments where an 
elegant look is required such as 
formal drapery panels that pud- 
dle to the floor. Cotton florals 
may not be as formal and may 
look best in less sophisticated 
settings. There are times where 
the style is dictated first such as 
in a room that has large volume 
(i.e. high ceilings, lots of cubic 
feet and large scale furniture). In 
this case, a heavy large scaled 
window treatment such as a 
shaped cornice board may be a 
better choice. You would, there- 
fore, look for a fabric that lends 
itself to a shaped cornice board 
such as most wovens or uphol- 
stery weight fabric. 


Q. Is there a right or wrong 


the windows will affect their 
heating and cooling bills. 

Compare a few windows to 
see significant differences. The 
standard measure of a window’s 
thermal efficiency is its U-value, 
the rate of heat flow through the 
glass. The lower the U-value, 
the better the insulating proper- 
ties of the window. For example, 
windows with double-pane 
glass has a total window U- 
value of 0.52. 

Warm-weather performance 
is important, too. A measure- 
ment such as Solar Heat Gain 
Coefficient can help buyers 
compare. This measures the 
amount of direct solar radiation 
that passes through a window 
and heats up the home. The 
lower the rating, the less solar 
heat the window will allow to 
pass through. That double-pane 
window would be rated 0.56. 


Look for the energy star 

Another important feature to 
consider when looking at win- 
dows is the Energy Star label. 
This program is a partnership 
between the US Department of 
Energy and the window and 
door industry. It identifies those 
products that save energy and, 
therefore, save money. 

Energy Star products typical- 
ly exceed the energy efficiency 
of other new products by 20 per- 
cent or more. And, some utility 
companies offer rebates on 
Energy Star-labeled windows 
purchased for your home. Call 
the local utility to find out if 
these rebates are available in 
one’s area. 


Check the warranty 

And finally, read the warran- 
ty. Most important, make sure 
the window company offers 
protection for this once-in-a- 
lifetime purchase. Warranties 
range widely in the industry.

A. Most people prefer to 
have the glass showing in order 
to allow as much light as possi- 
ble into their rooms. Hanging 
top treatments almost to the ceil- 
ing with the bottom edge slight- 
ly below the top of the window 
frame gives height to the room 
and allows for the maximum 
amount of light to come in. 
When using side treatments, try 
starting your treatments from 
the inside of your wood frames 
and working out. A side panel 
may extend as much as twelve 
inches beyond the window 
frame. This also makes the win- 
dow appear larger and often- 
times more elegant.

They want their dining areas 
to look like they've evolved over 
time, similar to a collection of 
antiques,” says Mononen. “This 
approach gives the home a more 
personalized feeling.” 

He recommends using design 
details to tie a look together 
when mixing different pieces. 


For example, the leg detail on a 
table or chair can determine if it 
will coordinate with other furni- 
ture. Shapely wrought iron 
curves, hard-carved pedestals or 
straight Spartan legs will give 
the furniture a collective look 
without being exactly the same. 
Scale can also make a difference 
in creating a balanced look.

Another approach to merging 
different pieces is to mix finish- 
es and colors. Traditionally, 
designers have shied away from 
combining dark and light finish- 
es. However, today’s styles 
encourage the mixing of con- 
trasting finishes using similar 
tones and unique textures. Try 
using a copper-top sideboard to 
compliment the warm tones of a 
distressed pine table. 


Natural materials and finishes 

This season, watch for dining 
furniture, such as stone, marble, 
porcelain and copper (Yes, these 
materials make wonderful, 
resilient table tops). Durable 
woods, like cherry, maple, pine 
and poplar are also making an 
appearance. Dining chairs can 
be found in rattan or upholstered 
in leather, rich tapestries or cot- 
ton slipcovers. These hearty 
materials not only add elegance 
and style to a room setting, but 
they can also withstand the wear
